Money 
is one of the earliest and most universal 
and most powerful motives. Money is 
a general name for wants. It is thus 
tbe earliest motive of action, for man 
coming into this world wants a dinner 
before he wants a literature ov a relig- 
ion.

earliest and most universal of motives, 
and thus becomes a pioneer to load men 
out of ISarbarisin into the light of learn- 
ing and refinement.

or by a thirst for knowledge, or by 
piety, or by a taste for tho beautiful, ho 
began to be affected by money, and to bo 
waited out of his sleep by n considera- 
tion of the things it would buy. 
Tho 


rapid occupation and civilization of this 
continent are duo as much to tho love 
of money as to any other single passion 
of the heart. 
Tho Daniel Boones of 


American history should be granted only 
a page of honor, for in some sense they 
were pioneers of rolig-ion and culture,but 
a man whoso love of property was quite 
well satisfied with a coat and cap mado 
of skins and with n trusty rillo cannot 
make a wildoruoHS glad or bloom. 
Tho 


passion for gold, which founded a Load- 
ville or a Denver, or a San Francisco, or 
a Chicago, is ton thousand times more 
powerful for good than are tho rifles of 
the Boonos hi the depths of tho forest. 
Would that wo could now measure this 
impulse and learn how long it should 
Influence tho individual career I 
Tho 


trade winds of the son blow according to 
fixed laws, and tho mariner in tho South- 
ern oceans knows what months of the 
year will bring him favorable or reverse 
gales; but wo know not definitely how 
long this breeze of gain should waft 
upon the sea that mysterious wanderer, 
the human heart. 
AU is obscure and 


indefinite. 
This is most certain, that 


the love of accumulating property fol- 
lows many ton long, aud offers nun in- 
•tead of salvation. 
As tho ambition 


which is implanted in tho mind to urgo 
it onward along lawful paths may pass 
beyond its bounds and make an invader 
of peaceful states a devastating General, 
so this passion for material things may 
take possession of tho whole soul and 
life of a man, and crush him as the ser- 
pents crushed tho Laocoon, tho priest 
of Latin fablo.—Eev.

•mall-pox, the honor of tho discovery of 
which is linked with tho niuue of Dr. 
Edward Jonner, has proved its value by 
COMtant use through the greater part of 
» century. The enterprising doctor was 
the first to prove and establish vaccina- 
tion as ft "prophylactic" of such won- 
flerfol benefit, but it was a far moro ig- 
norant man who first applied it, and 
lurniahed tho hint on which tho learned 
physician acted. 
A medical writer in 


the Boston Herald says: 
"It is generally supposed that Dr. 


Jennet was tho first person who attempt- 
ed to perform the operation of vaccina- 
tion, and it is true that ho investigated 
tho matter and brought it before tho 
public. Vaccination was, however, per- 
formed by a farmer iu England somo fif- 
teen Tears before Dr. Jennor attempted 
it, This man—who had tho temerity to 
vaccinate- his children with virus taken 
dirootly from tho cow—is stated to havo 
been an able and discreet person ordi- 
narily, but this rashness of liis caruo 
Yary near costing him his life. The pop- 
ular feeling was so strong against him 
that lie was obliged to leave the section 
of the country in which he lived, and liis 
children wore carefully guarded, as il 
was expected thoy would exhibit somo ol 
the characteristics of tho animals from 
which they had been vaccinated. 
II 


was expected that horns would appear 
upon their heads and hair upon their 
bodies, but, of course, nothing happened 
to the children, and they received no in- 
jury from tho vaccination. It was this 
fact which probably first c'olled the at- 
tention of Jenner to tho subject of vac- 
cination."-— Youth's Companion.

When children only are to use the 


hammock, the manner of hanging it is 
not very important, but if provided for 
tho use of grown persons it should be so 
suspended that tho head will always be 
considered higher than the leet, and 
muoh o£ the comfort ol ono who uses it 
depends upon n proper observance oE 
this fact. If you have no moro suitable 
place, suspend it from the columns of a 
veranda. 
Tho hook which supports 


tho head end should bo six aud ono- 
i'ourth feet from the floor, that at foot end 
three and three-fourths feet; and these 
proportions should be observed where- 
over it may be hung, to secure the most 
desirable curve for the ease of the occu- 
pant. Another point to boobservcd: The 
head should be fastened to the hook by a 
rope less than a foot long—just encmgh 
to attach it—while at the foot the rope 
should be four and a half feet long. This 
gives llio greatest freedom for swinging 
tho lower pai't of the body, while tho 
head moves but little. This is a point 
wliiuli cannot bo observed in a ham- 
mock for dii'ldruia, who think moro of it 
as a swing than a place for comfortable 
repose.

THE WOUNDED PRESIDENT. 


TIio Eveiling ol tlic 'J'rns-ic J illy iM. 


[Httnvanl Cniuip lua New York Interviewer.] 
Wlint Crump can any about tbp lite in 


the sick-room cliiring GurficKVs long 
illness -svoukl mnko a Tory interesting 
volume. It was assorted attlio timo and 
generally believed that when Mrs. Gar- 
tiold returned ou tlm aay of tho tragedy 
from Long Branch the meeting -with her 
stricken husband was unobserved by any 
one. 'i'iie fatt is, tliat Crump witnessed 
tlio interview, though not from any 
choice of hia own. Several times during 
the day the President asked of tho faith- 
ful steward, who sat by his bedside, 
gently fanning his i'aco, " I wonder how 
far ou her way Mrs. Garlield is now?" 
"What timo do you think aho'Jlget hero, 
Crump?" 
When it was known that the 


special train had arrived and that tho 
carriage bringing Mrs. Gariield and Miss 
Mollio was then approaching tho White 
House, tho President directed Crump 
to go to tho window and observe how his 
wife appeared. 
"Bho is apparently 


cheerful, 
Mr. 
President," 
reported 


Crump, as Mrs. Garlield alighted and 
Harry Garlield placed his arm about his 
mother to support her up tho steps. It 
was ordered by those in charge of tho 
sick-room that Mrs. Garlield should 
meet her liusbauil alone. 
Of course no 


one thought of lingering, and Crump, 
among the rest, prepared to leave. Tho 
President called him back, saying, "I 
want you to stay; I may mint you." So 
Crump remained at his post by the bod, 
and, though he would gladly havo gone 
out with tho rest, he was compelled to 
witness tho meeting. "What was said 
at that meeting I shall never divulge, 
except by permission of Mrs. Garfield," 
said Crump to mo. 
Ouo thing is evi- 


dent, however; what Mrs. Garlield said 
so far restored tho courage of the 
wounded man that ho rallied from that 
time on. 
At no timo during tho twenty-four 


hours was it thought the President 
could 
recover. 
Tho sick-room was 


crowded with physicians and others, who 
had tho privileges of tho house. All re- 
marks wore in consonance with tho gen- 
eral belief that death would follow in a 
few hours. 
"Why not probe for the ball?" would 


bo asked by one surgeon. 


"What is tho use to probe?" would 


bo tho response ; "ho can't live, any- 
how." 


MIf ho lives four hours, ho can't live 


twenty," would bo hoard from another. 


Those remarks naturally enough an- 


noyed the sick man. 
Ho asked Crump 


to clear tho sick-room, and allow in onlj 
those whoso presence was necessary. 
Tho remark that if he lived four hours 
ho would not live twenty, made a deep 
impression upon tho sufferer, and it was 
evident to those who watched him closely 
and heard his remarks that he fuliy ox- 
pocted to die.
